Tbe Dulltteaa to Wool. 
BoaTON, June :^8.— The temporary ekwing 
of quito a number of large and important 
woollen mills in New England within the 
pii,";! two weeks, on a<<oounl of the dullness 
in tJio Lra^le, is the cause of considerable 
comment. At the South, as in ootloo, wool- 
len mills of a high order are 
springing up, and one ooncem. at Oofaun- 
bua. Oaorgia. ia credited with taming out 
aome of the beat iiraWalaao woolen gooda la 
tha oonatry, and tha raw material was 
moetly rnined in the State. It Is believed 

that the S iiitbem States ojhi j.t-o.liice wool 
atono-lhirl tliu a>«l that N irthei II .States 
can. It of>Mit t.li« N.irth about thiriy cents 
a pound ti) riiise the " golden tlocce," and 
in tJie> South ahoui ten cents {icr (xxutd. 
J'he United States, instead of being the 
fourth on the list of aheepraising and 
woolgrowing coantriea of tbe world, 
should be the first Of the large 
qnantiea of foraiga wool imported 
for oaa in our domeatio indoatriee, the 
greater part. It will bo borne in mind, is 
composed of low-price<l, common grades, 
out of which the enormous quantities of 
cheap goods are made. Now all such wool 
can U' j)r)iluc<Mi in the S'nith, and ther» 
wouUl be IK) need of Iih iniixirtatiou ; whilT) 
at tbe saiiir time the belter (|ualilie8 of tlis 
staple could 1>« produced, and upon tbe bet- ' 
ter qualities depend, in a large degree, 
tbe value and quality of the rartoaa textile 
fabrics made of wool in the Ualtad States. 
Whan it ia haown that aoia than fifteen 

Cr aont of the whole aaabar of ahaep have 
■n prodoeod within tha laat twtniy-flve 
yeara, and that the hone produotion of the 
sUple haa increased in ten years from 
l(kl,«0Q.O00 io 2«i4,000.(»0<) pounds, or over 
sixty \>er cent, it would sceiu as though 
this C'luntry should raise ull t!u; wool it 
iieaJt»'l; yet it iinpoits nearly i)0,LMMi,(WX) 
pouud.s annuolly. It is possible for the 
South t^ luorease the American prodnotion 
of wool by at least 5O,tX)U,0tX) pounds. 
Good judges declare that the sheep lauds 
of tbe South can aSbrd better wool than is 
raiaed ia South Ameriea, whieh imporu 
int/) tha United Statoa large quantitiea of 
cheap wooL

BaADroan, June 28. — Although the oil 
market has been oomparatively aleady, 
yet there is much in the situatioa to give 
enoouragement for higher pricea in tbe 
near future. An apparently wall-authen- 
ticated report haa baaa oireulated tha^ ia 
boring for aalt ai MooBt Morria. UTing> 
atone aooaty. Haw York, an oil-bearing 
aand had baaa atraak which gave promise 
of beiBB rich, haa riaoe been learned that 
there was no truth in the report; that tlie 
only si^rn of oil « as a sand emitting very 
p<ior gas, aiui that, so far as oil is eon- 
cerned, the well is a ouinplete failure. 

Another well, in the Wellsvills district, 
of Allegheny county, N. Y., — that of the 
Empire Gas Company, on the York farm, 
lot 8&— wtdcb waa eapeeted to be a pro- 
duoar, has baaa put through the sand, and 
fMUid to ha dn. Tbe laat taat made with 
an allbrt to aziaod tha Cherry Grove Itold, 
the comer well, cn hil dOt, haa bean eom- 
pletad and found to be hopeleaaly dry. In 
tha Balltown pool, tn Forest eounty, the 
Porcupine well. No. li, Is eighteen feet in 
tbe sand and is very light. This venture 
is noritiiMMi of lUlliowu. No. 3, tbe heavy 
gusher, ia on a goo<l lion fnnn it. 

This failure iuak<«s tbe territory In that 
aeotion more unoertniu than ever and again 
disproves tbe theory which wa.s started 
that the Dalltown No. 8 was so large thet 
the belt ran North of preaent develupmento. 
The Balltown OU Gansany'a Na 8 haa da. 
.elined to twelve b atra i a an hour. In the 
wider fields wells are being abandoned 
arerr day, and thoae yet producing are 
rapidly deoUaing. 

Thereoeipis have been largely in o.\ae8s 
of the shlpmeots, ouainly due, it is believed, 
during the paet tao months at least, to the 
fact tliot the stouks at tlie two wells were 
being largely drawn from them to swell 
the receipts, it being generally conceded

CnATTA.vooaA, Tekx., June 38.— tha spa> 
cial sent to the Chtoaga Times regarding 
the tragedy at tha Lslth>V»edegar Iron 
Works, upon investigation, turns out to not 
have exaggerated tbe brutality of the case 
in tbe slightest Rather the details are 
still more horrible thaa at first reported. 
Tbe diffieultT oa sa rrad batwasn Lafayette 
Browder aad Wm. Thomas ia which Brow- 
der tried to murder hia antogoniat by 
burning Lim io death on a rod-hot iron 
slab that was being prepared for convert- 
ing into naila. The slab wao four feet Ioti;; 
and twelve inohcs wide, aud was of solid 
bar Iron welded togsther. The trouble 
grew out of a friendly scutllo, in which the 
two parties engaged. ThoiuA«. though a 
amaller man, was getting the best of Brow- 
der in the sculHo, which, togcthsr with the 
taunts of tbe byataadora and the evident 
satisfaction of Thomas, so earaged Browder 
t hat he lost all control of hiaaaelf, and see- 
ing the red-hot slab, immediately, with the 
strength of an infuriate umdi.'iiin. tlirew 
bis antagonist oil the seetliini;; iimi. hoi iiug 
liiiu there till pulled away liy frieh ls 

When taken from the slali Thoiiias pre- 
seiito'l a ^iukuuing sight. Froiti his head 
tn his heciS be was a mass of blisters, his 
hack and logs being almost roasted lo a 
crisp. The witnesses on the trial testified 
that the appearance of tbe unfertuaate m an 
waa most horrible, and that a aomber of 
peraoas were oompellod to leave the pres- 
enoa of the body to escape faiutmg.

The Lexington Transcript says: On 
going to tha ice tttotory the following 
facts were, yesterday, furnished to the 
Transcript. The Company is now fur- 
nishing ice to about half adoaantewna 
around our city. It sells it at one-fourth 
of a cent a pound. It makes twenty 
tons daily, and would not be able to anp- 
ply the demand had they not made and 
stored away a large qiiantity early in the 
spring, before the eonsnming aeason be- 
gan. Twenty tons are 40.000 pounds, 
which at a quarter of a cent a pound 
amounta to $100 a day, gross receipts. 
The hauils necessary to run it are six, 
and the coal about oO bushels a day, at 
ten cents, amounting to about $15. The 
raw material used is water. It is true 
there is no demand for ice except for a 
part of the year, but there is no expense 
when not running. 

Wrbv Sam Bulger is brought to Mays- 
ville for his i»reliniiii:iry i-xaniinution, 
there should be no ilemunstration that 
can be taken as a pretext for ordering 
out the military, or for chiimin;,' that the 
prisoner cannot have a fair trial in our 
courts.
